Mateiket, Avho appeared against 
her, told the court that she had at- 
tacked him in a bedroom with a seltzer 
bottle and then had beaten him over 
the head with a cane. 
He showed no 
marks of an encounter, however. 
The 
testimony brought 
out the fact 
that 
Mateiket and another man had accom- 
panied two women to the hotel, one of 
them being Mrs. Stegler, that the party 
had remained in the hotel parlor for 
some time, and aftenvards had obtained 
adjoining rooms where they 
remained 
until 1:30 o'clock. 
Mrs. Stegler testi- 
fied that tbe party remained together 
during the entire period they were at 
the hotel and that tlie two men had tried 
to disroln; lur.

London, March 1.—The flags of Great; 
Britain and France are now flying at 
the entrance to the Dardanelles over the 
Turkish forts reduced by the sea power 
of the allies. 


While it would appear to be a fact 
that the allied fleet has reached Chanak, 
IS miles from the Mediterranean en- 
trance to the straits the British press 
warns the public not to expect the im- 
mediate fall of Constantinople. 
Never- 
theless the operations of the British and 
French warships against the sea defenses 
of Constantinople are creating a 
tre- 
mendous stir in the near east. 


Broussa in Asiatic Turkey, ha^been 
selected by the Turks as their new cap- 
ital in case it 
becomes necessary 
to 
vacuate Constantinople. 
The Germans 
in Turkey it is declared wanted the 
Turks to move to Adrianople in Euro- 
pean Turkey, but the Turks would have 
none of this and started shipping their 
archives to Brouaaa. 


Interest is Deflected. 
Interest in the 
fighting along 
the 
eastern battle front has been deflected 
for the moment 
from the Carpathians to 
the north of Poland where the Russians 
appear to be making a desperate effort 
to regain the ground Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg won when He threw them 
back from East Prussia. 
Consequently 


the stubborn struggles continue on the 
line from the Bohr to the Narew, where 
Grand Duke Nicholas has yet to estab- 
lish his ascendancy. 


Vienna reports a violent engagement 
in Bukowina without saying anything 
about 
the 
outcome, while 
Petrograd 
claims to have Checked the Auatro-Oer- 
man advance in this region. 


The Western Situation. 


In the west interest is centerinj^ on 
the iSghting in the Champagne re^on, 
where fierce attacks and cotmter attacks 
have marked the operations of the last 
week. 
Berlin claims to have repulsed 
the continued Ffench advances in this 
region, while Paris asserts the French 
troops have been successful in making 
progress and repulsing the German coun- 
ter attacks. 
Paris claims also the cap' 
ture of 2,000 yards of trenches to the 
northwest and north of Beusejaur. 


Practically all discussion of the diplo- 
matic situation has been suspended in 
the expectation of the statement Pre- 
mier Asquith is to make in parliament 
this afternoon on the steps which the 
allies probably will take to meet the 
menacing German submarine blockade.

WHILE LIGHTS 


American Liner New York 
Comes Safely Through 
Dangerous Zone. 


STARS AND STRIPES 
FLY AT EVERY MAST 


Unusual Precautions Taken 
to Make Known Ship's 
Nationality. 


New York, March 1.—The American 
liner New York arrived here today from 
Liverpool after taking unusual pains to 
make k_own her nationality while pass- 
ing tlirough the wa-r zone proclaimed by 
Germany around Gj'^t Britain. 
Extra- 
ordinary 
precautions 
against 
mines 
were observed to the exteiit of having 
the lifeboats sAviing outward, ready for 
immediate use if necessary. 


Flying the American flag the 
New 
York left her dock in Liverpool shortly 
after midnight on February 20. 
Her 
lights were all lit as she steamed out 
to seat and some of the passengers said 
lights had 
played 
on American flags 
which flew from' almost every mast. The 
ship remained ablaze witli 
light 
and 
with all flags up while steaming tlirough 
the war zone and until safe waters were 
reached. 


Lifeboats All Ready. 


To guard against the possibility of 
contact with mines a sharp lookout was 
maintained and everything aboard was 
in readiness for launching Ufeboats in 
case a mine were encountered. 
Women 
passengers asserted that it was sug- 
gested to them that perhaps it would be 
better if they did not go to bed imtil 
the vessel was clear of the war zone. 
Some of them stayed up all night. Al- 
though it was reported that the New 
York's course was guarded by the Brit- 
ish torpedo boats to the limit of the 
war zone, no such craft were soon by 
those aboard. 


The New York had 221 passengers 
aboard. 
Thirty-one of them, 
mostly 
women buyers for American business 
firms, came from Paris to Liverpool to 
catch the boat. They were delayed be- 
fore reaching Liverpool but the New 
York was held at her dock until they 
arrived, at the request of the American 
ambassador in London. 


Hurried Out of Paris. 


On their way from Paris to Liverpool, 
whither they had hurried upon receiving 
word that the English channel would be 
closed, the party reached Dieppe ten 
minutes after the last 
boat left for 
Dover.

Hugh Jennings, Firebrand of Baseball, a Manager in the Past, 


a Great Leader Still.

No manager of modem, times hms been 
so much praised by his admirers &nd so 
much criticized by others as Hughie Jen- 
nings, leader of .that wonderful Detroit 
aggregation. 


Ball players either declare him the be^t 
leiwier of men the game has ever known, 
or else accuse him of being the luckiest 
fellow in the-game, and give the credit 
to his possessing two of the greatest 
hitters the game has ever known, and 
during the winning days a bunch of air- 
tight pitchers. 


Jennings is an odd type. He came from 
the coal mines, an ignorant fiery tem- 
pered, "uncultured boy to Join the worst 
bunch of rowdy players the game ever 
saw—the 
Baltimore 
Orioles. 
No 
man 
could play on that team who lacked nerve 
and courage to stand the abuse and 
criticism heaped upon him by his fellows 
for any misplaj*. 


In that hard school Jennings held hla 
own, won his way to leadership, and kept, 
his bright, 
sunny disposition and his 
smile that makes 
everyone 
near him 
want to smile. 


He is one of the best types of "fighting 
Irish" who can fight and forgive and 
forget. His best friends now are fellows 
with whom ho fought. 


"VVlien he was made manager of Detroit 
hi3 arm was gone. 
He had played ball 
three years aft«r the arm was so dead 
he could not throw across the infield, 
playing on his nerve and courage. Further 
he was handicapped by a team that was 
disorganized and filled with factions. 


Oddly, Jennings never seemed to care 
whether there were factions on his team 
or not. 
He wanted them to hustle and 
fight for games and if they licked each 
other ofC the field all well and good. 


It is related that once a player became 
unbearable and Jennings "framed" an- 
other plaster to whip him. 
He did, but 
the winning player became worse than 
the other so Jennings calmly fixed up 
another fight, had the trainer whip the 
obstreperous player, and then fired the 
trainer. 


I happen to know that Jennings' fa- 
mous antics on the coaching lines besides 
amusing the spectators, are indulged in 
chiefly to hide his signals. 
Ho has a 
system of signals "using spoken words, 
and he can call an order at the top of his 
voice and not attract the attention of 
opponents as the words with meaning are 
hidden among a lot of ones that are ut- 
terty aimless. 


Re knows the game Inside out and is a 
skilled teacher of young players, deroting 
much time and patience to them. But he 
has made some serious blunders. 
His 
worst was made in the world's series 
against Pittsburg. 
He threw away that 
series by ordering B^ah to bunt In the 


first game Adams pitchcd. 


My own judgment is that Jennings is a 
remarkable leader and that he has han- 
dled the Detroit team better, perhaps, 
than any other manager would have done. 
He has 
changed. 
During his baseball 
career he has educated himself, studied 
law and became a practloner. 
He has 
studied baseball and men just as hard, 
and the old fire and "pep" that he had 


twenty years ago stm id meie. 
When 
his pitching staff went to 'pieces he com- 
menced rebuilding his team ardund Bush, 
Cobb and Crawford. 
Last season he 
would have won the pennant With Just 
one more good pitcher. 


If he scores a "come back" with a 
team that was champion and then a 
wreck it seems to me that proves his 
ablUty.

Russia.

The 
liberally-inclined

Among the 29 bills killed on 
adoption of conunittee report was that 
to fix intenirban passenger fares at one 
and one-half cents a mile; to exempt 
property of Greek letter

control of an educational institute; to 
authorize counties to employ tax fer- 
rets; the Osborn bill to leave the sub- 
ject of direct primaiy legislation to a

Tlie Evelo bill, as amended by the 
senate, to provide that letters setting

New Drug Law in Effect, 


The act of congress prohibiting all 


persons from selling or giving away 
habit-forming- drugs without a physi- 
cian's prescription, or under direct in- 
struction of a physician, was in effect 
today. These drugs include opium, co- 
caine leaves or any compound, manu- 
facture, salt derivative, or preparation 
made from such dniga. Hemcdies that 
cannot he dispensed without a physi- 
cian's order include those containing 
more than two grains of opium, or more 
than one-fourth of a crain of morphine 
or one-eighth of heroin, or one grain of 
codeine. 


Violators of the law are subject- to n 


fine of not more than $2.000 or impris- 
onment for five years, or both. A tax 
of $1 a year is fixed for all who sell 
such drugs. Enforcement of tlie law is 
vested in the commissioner of internal 
revenue for which $150.000 is provided. 
Champions of the measure contend it 
will greatly benefit the country at large 
and the drug user in particular, while 
others predict that it will work unlim- 
ited barm to drug habitues.

Of course, there is such a thing as learning how to 


farm. If you want to go hack to the. land, and stick there., 
the very best thing you can do while you're still, on your 
'city job'is to study fanning; fill, your brain full of agri- 
cultural knowledge. 


When you have done that you are about ready to 


tnake the barest start on the land. 


It can't be done in a summer, hut,, in the meantime' 


most of us have a backyard in which we can practice what 
agricultural teachers preach. 


The new national prohibitory law on drugs of the 


habit-forming sort is now in full, force, and. effect, and it 
should prove a powerful adjunct, to the state regulations 
.ion this traffic. In the future, every doctor and every drug- 
gist dispensing the. drug will be required to do so under 
such rigid federal inspection that nobody except the most 
reckless will break the law.

easily have too much ''home ta.lont" in 
its teaching fore* as a result of prefer- 
ence for graduates of its own teacher- 
training school, according to a state- 
ment today by the federal bureau of 
education. 


'TSTo greater misfortune can come to 


any school system than to have a steady 
inbreeding of hone talent/' tlie state- 
ment declares. 


"The board of education should insist 


upon the selection of at least one-third 
of the new teachers each year from out- 
side the city limits. The preference in 
appointment for local graduates -is not 
always in the interest of the school sys- 
tem. 
To say a teacher must sufi'orr the
